Electricians, machinists, bridge tend- 
ers, and iron workers with the fire, 
burglar, police alarm, bridge and street 
lighting systems at their mercy, had 
called a strike for 6 p. m. and ‘then 
temporarily abandoned it because they 
struck through a misunderstanding. 

Practically every city employée car- 
rying the Building Trades council union 
card had been preparing to enter the 
tieup, also actuated by a misapprehen- 
sion concerning the attitude of the al- 
dermen.

Ald. A. A. McCormick argued that 
firemen and policemen should be 
raised from $1,500 a year, what they 
now receive, to $2,040, the city to pay 
for their uniforms and equipment, 
which they now buy themselves. This

FOUR ESSENTIAL AMENDMENTS, 
There are at least four provisions in the league 
constitution which cannot be allowed to stand. 
First] the one which gives England six votes 
in the assembly to our one. This provision rele- 
gates us to a position of inferiority we will not 


tolerate, one analogous to that against which we 


successfully rebelled a century and a half ago. 
An amendment will be offered to the senate giv- 
ing the United States in the league of nations the 
position of an equal partner with Great Britain. 
When such an amendment is offered and voted 
upon it will be interesting to see what senators 
will go on record as 
gation. 
. Second, grave doubt is still expressed as to the 
position of the Monroe doctrine in the league of 
nations. THs was chiefly instrumental 
in having the Monroe doctrine specifically ae- 
knowledged and feels no small amount of patrti- 
otic satisfaction in what has been accomplished 
in this direction, but if doubt still exists as to 


America’s perpetual right to exclude by force of 


arms any occupation or interference in the Ameri- 
can continent by any European or Asiatic power 
this doubt must be cleanly erased. We venture to 
say that any senator who votes against an amen4- 
ment properly drawn to safeguard the western 
continent from foreign intrusion will find it more 
agreeable to spend the rest of his life in foreign 
surroundings than in the country he has voted to 
betray. 

Third, the provision that foreign governments 
shall determine the strength of army and navy 
this country shall be allowed to raise for the pro- 
tection of its borders and its civilization cannot 
be endured. Tur TRIBUNDP believes that this pro- 
vision is craftily worded by alien diplomats to 
render America helpless before future aggression. 
Will any senator favor turning our future safety 
to an executive committee of foreigners? 

Fourth, the league at best is an experiment. Its 
strongest advocates cannot claim otherwise. If 
we wish to enter upon this experiment the door 
must be left open for a withdrawal in casé the 
éxperiment prove disastrous. If. a cofifidence 
game has been put over our peace delegation there 
must be a means of exit for a sadder and a wiser 
nation. We cannot leave a chance for triumphant 
diplomats to say, “You have entered into this 


bondage, the door is closed, you are now our ves 


sal, there is no escape.” 

When these @ssential amendments and perhaps 
others no less essential have been adopted by the 
senate they will be forwarded to England, to 
France, to Italy, and to Japan. If the great for- 
eign powers haye no ulterior motive in phrasing 
the paragraphs unacceptable to America, they 


‘will readily aceept our amendments. If any one 
-* them refuses; it will stand econvieted of having 


tried to trap us to our destruction. 
In this last event thé senate will repudiate the 


tyeaty—and unanimously. -

Col. John V. Clinnin of the 130th infantry, re- 
turned from his experience of the great war, has 
offered his fellow citizens a timely warning. It is 
timely because there is danger that fn our natural 
reaction from thoughts of war we may neglect the 
duty of applying the lessons of otr experience 
while they are and of rélapsing into the 
indifference of the 
tendency in congress already, as has been pointed 
out with reference to the army appropriations. 

Col. Clinnin has been a national guardsman for 
twenty-five years, and he pleads for the adoption 
of a fairer and more adequate system of national 


@efense. He points out how unjust it is to rely 


upon volunteers té do thé duty Which properly 
belongs to’ all citizens, a duty inherent in citizen- 
ship and recognised by our constitution and our 
laws, though not équitably applied. The fair and

light of what I ha¥é seen in the European war 
and our trials of preparation for the tremendous 
task,” he says, “I believe more firmly than ever in 
universal military training, when all young men 
between the ages of 18 and 19 shall be subject to 
military service.

Now we can hardly imagine such a thing hap- 
pening in Russia or in any other old world coun- 
try where exemption from work is, or has been, re- 
garded as the social ideal. If in America, as in the 
case of these European countries,.a certain stigma 
attached to work we do not imagine that the so- 
called citizens’ committee of Winnipeg could «have 
recruited anything like enough people to carry 
on the necessary municipal activities. But in 
America—in Canada as well as in the United States 
—we believe the stigma attaches to the idler 
rather than to the worker, whatever his station in 
life. Therefore, when the crisis came in Winnipeg 
the citizens did not hold back; it was merely a 
qtiestion of tindeftaking new tasks, some of them 
unpleasant but none of them distasteful simply 
because they involved work. 

There is nie city in the United States where the 
citizens, under similar circumstances, could not 
make as good a showing as the citizens of Winni- 
peg have done. We do not doubt that the people 
of Seattle could successfully have adopted the 
same.methods. If we prefer other means it is 
because they are more expeditious and involve less 
social disorganization. 


THE FUTURE OF CHICAGO. 

The state legislature has passed three bills which 
vitally affect Chicago. One permits Chicago to 
issue bonds to the amount of $17,500,000. The sec- 
ond provides for the good roads throughout the 
state. The third is designed to give us a practical 
waterways program. 

With this legislative assistahce it is difficult to 
understand how Chiccgo can fail-to become one of 
the great cities of the world, not only in point of 
size put in respect to trade, science, and municipal 
achievement. 

There are few citizens of Chicago who do not 
regard their hommg town with pride and affection. 
But because Chicago is so large, because it seems 
so self-sufficient, they often forget they have any 
Obligation to perform. It is for this reason, in all 
probability, that we have been unable to bring 
about a traction settlement. | 

We think, however, that the public projects 
which are made possible by the legislation in- 
creasing Chicago’s bonding power ought to stimu- 
late our civic ambition. The legislation providing 
for good roads and a lakes to the gulf waterway

Chicago’s future is not unceftain. We know 
that it is fiow one of the world’s greatést cities, 
and we propose to make it one of the world’s finest 
sities. We have demonstrated that we can make 
@ river backward; we have demonstrated that 
we could make such expensive improvements as 
the boulevard link. Chicago, of course, will not 
take care of itself regardless of our individual 
efforts, but there is every reason to believe that 
the initiative and energy of the city’s pioneers still 
persist.

Dr. Frank Allport is responsi- 
ble for the statement that one-fifth of all 
blindness is due to ophthalmia neonato- 
rum, and that one-fourth of the people in 
blind asylums are blind because of this 
infection, Next to atrophy of the optic 
nerve it is the most frequent cause of 
blindness,

ness from this cauge is $7,000,000. At 
that it is preventable.

The solution used is a 1 or-a 2 per 
cent solution of silver nitrate. Some pre- 
fer the weaker solution because it seldom 
reddens the eyes, while others prefer the 
Stronger because it is more effective. 
This solution should be used in the eyes 
of every new born babe, whether or not 
the eyes seem to be all right, oF there is 
& reason to suspedt any infection, or 
whether it is advised by the attendant. 
If the bacteria is present neither moth- 
er’s milk, nor teas, for any cther home 
remedy will be of any service. In case 
the baby develops opthalmia neonatorum 
it should be rushed to the hospital in- 
stantly. In no other way can the sight 
be saved.

The unpleasant flavor and odors are 
strongest in the milk from cows that " 
have just eaten such obnoxious weeds. 

If the cows are taken from the in- 
fested pastures three or four hours be- 
fore milking the trouble will be re- 
duced. 

Where a pasture free from such 
weeds is not available, the cows should - 
be brought to the barnyard and fed 
on silage or hay and allowed to remain — 
out of doors until milking time. Since 
most of the trouble with weeds that 
cause tainted milk only lasts for a 
short period of time, these preventive 
methods may be applied to advantage. 
Where milk is sold these precautions 
often save the loss of a customer. 

Several methods have been devised 
whereby objectionable flavors and 
odors may be.removed from the milk — 
by passing air through it. While 
these methods to eliminate the odor 
and flavors may be successful In a |. 
large dairy or milk plant, the cost 
and the short perjod of use make them . 
impracticable where only a few. cows 
are kept. |

Abbott 
declared that President James’ offer 
of his resignation was an unexpected 
finale to a quiet but progressive meet-{ 
ing of the board Saturday afternoon. 


Abbott Explains. 

“We had been discussing a new 
library building for the university 
which Dr. James was very anxious to’ 
see started,” said Abbott. “When we 
were finished with the business of the 
meeting, he stood up.

Cuts Out Dry Clause 
in Prohibition 
Measure. 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—A 
man’s right to store liquor in his home 
for the long dry period after July 1 
stood up today against an attack on 
that provision of the prohibition en- 
forcemént bill before the house Judie. 
lary committee. 

Near the end of an all a session 
the committee voted down an amend-‘ 
ment which would have made it un- 


lawful for a citizen to have ‘liquor in 
his possession; struck out a section 
which would have prevented “use” 
by a citizen of liquor in his private 
dwelling, and decided that in the mat- 
ter of general enforcement there would 
be no difference between wartime and 
constitutional prohibition. 

Provisions Are Drastic.

embracing. So drastic are its provis- 
ions, members of the committee said, 
that while.a man may put a keg of 
beer in his cellar he may be convicted 
and tined if, for instance, he wears a 
watch fob on which there is a picture 
of the keg as an advertisement.
